B.v PEGGY.STRAIN 

President Carter hns told 
several Western governors 
that American farmers and 
ranchers will be raising 
"moreand more” grass-fed 
cattle in tho next five to 10 
years. 

According lo Nebraska 
Governor Jnmos Exon, who 
attended u meeting with 
seven other governors in 
Washington recently, Car¬ 
ter said switching from 
groin-fnllenod cattle was 
necessary because of world 
hunger. 

Exon recalls that Carter 
said, "We'll have more end 
more grass-fed beef in tho 
next five to 10 years hecause 
we're going Lo need the 
grains to feed people." 

Such a policy wnuld mean 
"devastation" lo American 
furmers, according to Exon, 
who said he was "as¬ 
tonished '' by Cnrter's state¬ 
ment. "I almost came out of 
my chair, it would put fur¬ 
mers nut of business," the 
Democratic governor said. 

However, Agriculture 
Secretnry Bob Rergland, 
also at the meeting, said the 


move toward grass-fed beef 
was "not the policy of tho 
Carter administration" 
now. uccord big to Exon. But 
he said Bergland told the 
governors it would' ‘come to 
pass.” 

Because feed grains such 
as corn and milo occupy 
land that could be used to 
raise wheat for growing 


world populations, many 
have advocated grazing 
cattle and raising more 
grain for people instead. 

In 1974, the theory gained 
prominence at the World 
Hunger Conference in 
Rome when experts said 
greater grain sLorage is 
needed to avoid global star¬ 


vation during drouths. 

However, critics of the 
concept point lo the bur¬ 
geoning wheat supply, the 
lack of storage facilities, 
and the unwillingness of 
countries that can produce 
the grain to send it to poorer 
countries lacking purchas¬ 
ing power. 


It seems ridiculous to say 
we’re not going to have 
enough grain to feed cattle 
when we hove great sur¬ 
pluses running out of our 
ears,” Exon said.

Robert H. Meyer told the 
feeders that Washington is 
full of workaholics. “Our 
fannys are on the line every 


day," he said. "Agency 
heads and their deputys are 
the most dedicated people 
anywhere." 

Some in the audience 
were elated that the 
industry had such a good 
friend in Washington. But 
many more felt like the wool 
was being pulled over their 
eyes, and they resented it. 

“President Carter is not 
afraid of getting his hands 
dirty," Meyer continued.

"He may be the greatest 
president we’ve ever had." 

Meyer elaborated on Car¬ 
ter's Zero-based, budgeting 
program, calling it a 
‘ ‘common sense approach. 1 ’ 
He said the work that goes 
into such a program is mind 
boggling. Anti every single 
program and agency within 
the Department of Agri¬ 
culture is stripped bore each 
year and its existence must 
be justified. Meyer said 
programs are analyzed on a 
cost-affect basis —all the 
way down the line. 

"I'm excilod about the 
opportunity I have in 
Washington. I consider it a 
privilege. In the last 36 
years the population of the 
world has doubled, ’ 1 Meyer 
snid. “It will double again in 
the next 25 years. This will 
have a dramatic affect on 
U.S. agriculture.” 


He said that within the 
next 16 years we will pave 
over ground the equivalent 
of the state of Ohio. And it 
will all be prime agriculture 
land. "We hove horrendous 
problems with individual 
crops. Our surplus is larger 
than it has been in 13 years. 
India is .shipping wheat Lo 
Russia thnL they received 
from us. Bangladesh is self- 
sufficient this year in wheat. 
In the past, this foreign 
demund is whut made 
farming a relatively profita¬ 
ble business." But now 
tilings have changed. 

Meyer touched upon the 
nation’s agricultural power. 
He said agriculture ac¬ 
counts for onc-Hixlh of mir 
total gross nutionnl product, 
one-fifth of our total 
employment, and niie- 
fourth of the country's tolal 
export earnings. “That's 


power," he said. “Agri¬ 
culture will not be ova- 
louked in Washington, [cm 
assure you. I don't think you 
realize the power you hast. 
You have no idea how met 
influence you can have 
writing or calling your 
Cimgressimui. It gets le 
Hponso. If agriculture wer- 
in a position lo speak ini 
unified voice, it would bt 
great. Don't commit join- 
self politically. Because il 
your people lose, you lost- 
We don't need continuon?

AFTER DROPPING SHARPLY TWO WEEKS ago, cattle 
prices and futures are providing the industry with a ray of 
hope. Last week opened with marketB well supplied with 
beef and with pork production trending sharply higher. It is 
just possible that the current three-year cycle of inventory 
liquidation is bottoming out. Also, the lower feed prices ac- 
companying two consecutive record com crops and a 
prospective third record crop may have induced fanners 
and ranchers to rebuild their herds. 

Most analysts consider this highly unlikely because of the 
long time needed to plan and raise cattle for the market. 
This fall's slaughter cattle had to be planned more than a 
year ago when conditions were still uncertain for cattlemen. 
Only in the last few months have feed prices dipped so low 
that ranchers and feeders were able to turn acceptable 
profits.

Wool shorn and to be 
shorn in the U.S. this year is 
estimated at 106.1 million 
lb. grease baBis, 4% leas 
than in 1976 and 12% below 
3976. The number of sheep 
and lambs shorn and Lo he 
shorn is estimated at 12.9 
million, a 6% drop from lost 
year. The average fleece 
weight for 1977 is 8.19 
versus 8.06 lb. last year.

Instrument to grade 
beef under development 


Beef grading—a science 
or an art? Researchers at 
the University of California 
are trying to moke it less of 
an art nnd more of a science, 
through tho development of 
n grnding instrument. 

‘' Even nt its best, grading 
is a subjective measure¬ 
ment which leaves room for 
variation nnd even disa¬ 
greement," says Ken Ellis, 
UC Extension animal sci¬ 
entist. He heads the 
research that is developing 
an instrument lo quickly 
measure the amount of fat 
(marbling) in Lhe ribeye of a 
carcass. 

This murbling is one of 
the primary factors in 
determining quality grade 
(USDA prime, choice, good, 
-Hlumliird, etc.), because of 
its link with juiciness. 

An Arizona company is 
building the equipment, 
noted Ellis, which will 
opeJ Hloon the principle that 
nnirbleil meat nnd lean 
meat reflect light diffc*renl- 
ly. The instrument’s results 
wilt be compared to results 
now nbtnined by U.SDA

Journal. The same can be 
said for prospective market¬ 
ings of cows and of cattle 
from drought areas. 

Trade association repre¬ 
sentatives called the report 
bullish, referring to the 3 % 
reduction in total cattle on 
feed. Market analysts, how¬ 
ever, called the figures 
neutral as they were within 
trader expectations. Also 
the 900 to 1100 lb. and over 
steers for the most part will 
be marketed within 30 more 
days. 

The market is now 
demand oriented, one ana¬ 
lyst said. If demand isn't 
there prices won't react to 
the report. Marketings are 
at a heavy pace despite heat 
losses, remarked another 
trader, because non fed 
steers are being brought to 
market tn make up the dif¬ 
ference. 

The 44% increase in the 
less than 500 lb. steers offer 
a note of caution a trade 
association representative 
said. Cheap grain could 
encournge producers to 
stretch the feeding period 
and that would be a 
mistake, he said.
